. SOBER SECOND THOUGHTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 

WASnINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—No action 
was taken upon the Funding bill to-day by 
the House of Representatives. This after- 
noon Chairman Tucker, of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, said that he thought a 
motion would be made to-morrow to take the 
bill from the Speaker’s table and concur in 
the Senate amendments without reference of 
the measure to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. Another member of the Committee, 
however, remarked that an effort would be 
made to refer the bill to the Committee, and 
that he undertood Speaker Randall to 
be in favor of that course. Un- 
less the bill shall be referred, there 
will. be no opportunity to amend the meas- 


ure, or to do anything except to concur or

ate. If the bill is really destined to become 
a law, it certainly should first be amended in 
at least one particular, if no more, As it 
now stands 
THE FIFTH SECTION OF THE BILL 
will virtually prevent any National bank 
from winding up its business voluntarily. In 
order to retire all its circulation, a bank will 
be compelled to collect every one of its 
own notes and present them all at 
the Treasury before it can withdraw 
its bonds. If a bank which has been fifteen 
years in existence and has kept its circula- 
tion at $200,000 or more during that period 
should desire to retire its whole circulation 
and go out of business, the Funding bill 
would not permit this to be done. Every 
one who possesses any knowledge whatever 
on the subject knows that a percentage of 
the notes of such a bank, amounting proba- 
bly to several thousand, would, at the end of 
fifteen years, be irretrievably lost to the bank 
and beyond its powertoreclaim.. Many notes 
would have been lost, or burned, and other- 
wise destroyed, and others would remain in 
circulation för years, notwithstanding every 
effort the bank might make to call them in. 
IN THE MEANTIME, 

the bank would be prevented from with- 
arawing its bonds from the Treasury simply 
because itcould not performatask which 
everybody of sense admits weuld be impossi- 
ble. The bank might even proffer gold coin 
to indemnify the Treasury against the 
residuum of its circulation, but the Control- 
ler would have no authority to receive it, and 
to allow the bank to receive the residue of 
its bonds. Practically, the only way in which 
a bank can close up iis business, if the Fund- 
ing bill shall become a law without amend- 
ment, will be to violate a provision of the 
National Banking law, and thus have its af- 


fairs placed in the hands of a Receiver. 
MR. CHITTENDEN 
to-day suggested the difficulty which has 
been described above, toa member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and it is under- 
stood that that member will propose an 
amendment to the fifth section, if an oppor- 
tunity to do so is afforded. This amend- 
ment will provide that any bank which may 
desire to retire its whole circulation and 
wind up its affairs will be allowed to with- 
draw its bonds upon depositing gold or legal 
tender notes sufficient te redeem its out- 
standing notes. The action of the Senate to- 
day. in passing without debate or a division, 
a bill repealing the tax on bank deposits is 
generally regarded as a very significant 
admission by that body that the pro- 
posed funding law will not succeed 
unless the banks are relieved of this 
onerous burden. Senator Bayard paid a visit 
to the House of Representatives immediately 
after the action of he Senate, and imparted 
the good news to Chittenden and others.

a veto of the Funding bill, Representative 
Frye said: “There are plenty of reasons 
that would be all-sufficient. In the first 
place, chartered the National 
banks, and said to them: ‘You may issue 
circulating notes, provided you will buy any 
of the United States registered bonds which 
bear interest, and deposit them in the Treas- 
ury as a security to the holders of 
notes.’

But that is exactly what the fifth 
section of this bill proposes to do. ain, 
when Congress wanted to refund its bonds in 
securities bearing a lower rate of interest, it 
held out inducements to National banks to 
buy the new bonds and use them to bank 
upon. inthis way the banks became pos- 
sessed of, and they still hold, millions of 4 

% per cent bonds in excess of the 
amount they require to secure their circulat- 
ing notes. 

ONE REASON WHY THEY BOUGHT 
such large amounts of these bonds was that 
they might, in case ot necessity, use them as 
security for circulation, instead of 5 and 6 
per cents, when the latter shoulc be paid or 
refunded. Congress now proposes to de- 
vrive these 4 and 43¢ per cent bonds of a por- 
tion of the value which they possess asa 
bankable security, and which vaiue was one 
of the inducements which caused the Na- 
tional banks to buy them in such large 
amounts,

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BIBLIOPHILES. 


Private Illustration of Books. 

The New York Sun describes a hobby of 
rich men—viz.: the private illustration of 
books. That paper says that some rich bib- 
liophilists of New York have several hun- 
dred thousand. dollars invested in privately 
illustrated ks. They are household 
gods, kept ufer lock and key, and revealed 
only for the delectation of those possessed of 
the curious mania.“ Privately illustrated 
books are those in which prints are inserted 
which do not belong to the volume, but 
which are pertinent to the subject treated. 

“The book once obtained, a cheap edition 
is studied for opportunities of illustration. 
The passages containing references to men 
or women of note, places of interest, great 
battles, great cathedrals or buildings, works 
of art, or natural objects are noted, and then 
the print-seller is visited. His collection is 
ransacked, winnowed of the pictures sought 
for, and then another collection is inspected, 
and so on until the quota of pictures 
necessary for the illustration of the text 
— The labor 2 a knowl- 

0 engravers engravings, 
oa as the taste is improved, many pictures 
already bought are rejected because they are 
not by the best engravers, and some that are 
from the best plates ever made are cast aside 
because they are not the artist's — and 
others still ause they are not upon India 
paper. Thus the expehse of the hobby is 
vastly increased, but once possessed of the 
passion the true bibliophile does not rest 
until he has made up a satisfactory collection 
of prints, of which his taste and judgment at 
that period of its development unequivocally 
approves. 

“ But the prints are large and small, and 
would make an awkward volume if bound 
as they are placed in the book, It therefore 
becomes necessary to seek the aid of the in- 
layer, a profession supported almost en- 
tirely by those seized with the passion for 
private illustration.

Mr. Adams says further that the Govern- 
ments of the world have not been paying 
running expenses for thirty years. Upon 
the average, they have been adding to their 
obligations at the rate of $520,000,000 per 


annum since 1850. Public credit is compara- 


tively a modern growth. As the idea of the 
right to private property has been better de- 
fined, the individual has become willing and 
anxious to part with his money to the Gov- 
ernment, being assured that he will get it 
back again with interest. In former times 
the right of confiscation was asserted, and in 
extreme cases exercised by Government, and 
the property of the citizen was theoretically 
the property of the State. A second reason 
for the development of national credit has 
been that not until late years, at least until 
the present century, have there been such 
accumulations of private capital as would 
admit of great public loans. 


SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 

There are statements given out at Wash- 
ington, Albany, and elsewhere that Gen. Gar- 
field has, at a recent conference, gratified 
Senator Conkling by assigning to him, in the 
name of the State of New York, the appoint- 
ment of Secretary of the Treasury in the Ad- 
ministration which will begin next week. 
We question the truth of these rumors, and 
we do so because such an appointment as is 
stated has been promised will be a great and 
perilous mistake, and we do not believe Gen. 
Garfield to be a man who can be deluded or 
driven into committing such an error at the 
very beginning of his Presidency. 

Who is Judge Folger? We are prepared 
to know that he is an estimable citizen, a 
reliable“ Republican, a well-read and ex- 
perienced lawyer, and a gentieman well 
fitted for the office of Judge of the Court of 
Appeals of New York, or for any judicial 
office in the country. In fact, we think Gen. 
Garfield might with great confidence appoint 
him Attorney-General. His past life and his 
judicial experience might be of value to the 
country in that office; now becoming one 
where ability and integrity are especially 
needed for the protection of National in- 
terests. 

It is well ‘understood that the interest 
which demands Judge Folger for the Treas- 
ury Department does not rest its demands on 
any supposed fitness for that office; on the 
contrary, it demands the office itself as a 
part of the political machinery by which 
party patronage in that State can be manip- 
ulated to promote the personal ends of the 
Boss Colossus whose stride reaches from the 
Hudson to the lakes. The demand is for the 
office, and, provided the man selected shall 
be one who will recognize that he owes his 
appointment to Mr. Conkling, we suppose 
Gen. Garfield might be allowed to fill up the 
commission with the name of any New York 
politician of the Conkling faction. In other 
words, the substance of the latest rumors is, 
that Gen. Garfield bas relegated the selection of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to Mr. Conkling.

YESTERDAY IN CONGRESS. 

The National Congress was even more 
prosy and uninteresting than usual in both 
Houses yesterday. The circumstance was 
unfortunate, because the District of Colum- 
bia had a legal holiday in token of the anni- 
versary of Washington’s birthday, and the 
department clerks, and the schoolmarmas, 
and the people who work for their living 
generally, without reference to “race, 
color, or previous condition, sought a 
passing relief at the Capitol from the 
chronic and dreary monotony of Washington 
existence. They searched in vain. In 
the Senate a sparse assemblage proceeded 
lazily with the consideration of the Legisla- 
tive Appropriation bill, which they happily 
finished before adjournment, and the House 
squabbied and quibbled over points of order 
under pretense of considering first the Agri- 
cultural bill and next the Sundry Civil bill. 
The only incident of the day that appealed 
to the galleries was a speech of Gen. Logan’s 
pertinent to the increase of certain allow- 
ances for the Pension Bureau, in which he 
delivered his well-known sentiments as to 
the duty of the Nation towards its volunteer 
soldiers in a manner that drew out a 3 
round of applause. 

As might have been expected, the Renate 
proceeded to adopt as a remedy for the 
abuses in the distribution of the arrears of 
pensions the plan the least calculated to pro- 
tect either the Government or the deserving 
soldiers from frauds, and refused to recog- 
nize the force of the recommendations made 
by the Gommissioner of Pensions. They 
voted an increase in the number and pay of 
the clerical and executive force in the Wash- 
ington Pension Bureau, but declined to en- 
large the facilities throughout the country 
for prompt and efficient examinations of ap- 
plicants for pensions, which might save the 
Government the swindles that are practiced 
upon it by process of er- parte testimony. 

The only legislative event of any signifi- 
cance in the Senate was the prompt passage 
of a bill rep ealing so much of Secs. 3,408 and 
5,214 of the Revised Statutes as imposes a 
tax upon bank deposits. The tax is one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent each half year upon the av- 
erage amount of deposits, and last year 
yielded nearly $2,350,000. There was 
a bill pending in the Senate to 
repeal this tax along with others known as 
special war taxes, but the bill which passed 
yesterday applies only to deposits. It was 
proposed by Senator Bayard as a substitute 
and passed without objection, in the hope 
that it might receive the prompt concurrence 
of the House and mollify the discontent of 
the bankers relative to the Funding bili re- 
cently agreed upon in the Senate. The pur- 
pose is, that by remitting this much of the 
special tax on the banks they may be in- 
duced to give greater assistance to the nego- 
tiation of the proposed 3 per cent loan, and to 
refrain from disturbing the volume of the

NO PENALTY FOR PERJURY. 

The attention of the Illinois Legislature, 
which reassembles to-day, is called to the 
following case which occurred in this city 
last week: A man charged with burglary 
caine up for trial before Judge Hawes, in the 
Criminal Court. An application was made 
for a change of venue to another Judge in 
this county, and the motion was supported, 
as required by statute, by the affidavits of two 
persons who swore that they believed such 
prejudice did exist, and that the prisoner 
could not have a fair trial before the “Judge 
to whom exception was taken. And the 
Judge, after examining the law and the au- 
thorities, decided that he must grant the 
change of venue. Now, Judge Hawes never 
knew the prisoner, he never heard his name 
until the case came before him, and conse- 


quently he had no shadow of prejudice 


against him, and could have given him as 
fair a trial as any of his associates on the 
Bench. But under this law, and the inter- 
pretation put upon it by the Supreme Court, 
the Judge was forced to allow these atro- 
cious Übels upon his character to go 
upon the files of his Court, and felt himself 
powerless to call before him the persons who 
had made statements which they and he 
knew to be false and examining them as to 


their reasons for pretending to believe that 


he was prejudiced against their alleged 
friend, the defendant. He was not given a 
chance to see whether these ‘affiants were 
actually citizens or even existed, or, if they 
did, whether they were the “reputable citi- 
zens” required by the law. No, he was 
compelled to sit and listen to assaults upon 
him which he knew were lies, but which he 
had no chance to refute. 

Probably most of the members of the Leg- 
islature are unaware of the existence of a 
law under which such shameless outrages on 
justice and decency can be perpetrated. It 
was smuggled through the General Assem- 
bly two years ago by some shystering attor- 
ney whose only object was to make business 
for himself and block the administration of 
justice in Chicago. It is a local law apply- 
ing to this county only, since here alone is 
there a Circuit Court with more than 
one Judge. Under the interpretation put 
upon it, all that is required is for the shy- 
ster who wants to secure more time for the 
criminal whose defense he has in charge to 
hire two loafers with a drink of whisky 
apiece, or a $5 bill at the most, to sign affi- 
davits which he has drawn up for them, and 
which they are rarely asked to hear read, 
wherein they state that they believe a Judge 
whom they never saw is prejudiced against 
a defendant whose name perhaps they never 
before heard. These affidavits are then 
thrust in the face of the Judge, who is not 
allowed to drag from the slums where they 
live the scoundrels who have perjured them- 
selves for a petty bribe, and force from their 
lips a confession of the falsity of their state- 
ments, but is obliged to pocket the insult, 
to put on record the impeachment of his in- 
tegrity, and give the prisoner one, or two, or 
three months more of freedom before some 
other Judge, to whom exception has not been 
taken, replaces him in the Criminal Court. 
In the meanwhile the witnesses for the pros- 
ecution are bought off or leave town, and 
finally the trial, delayed until an acquittal is 
reasonably certain, results in the discharge 
of the offender. 

These are the facts, submitted for the con- 
sideration of the Legislature. Now, are there 
enough shyster lawyers in that body, who 
go there only to make business for them- 
selves and bafflé the law, to defeat the repeal 
of a measure under which such iniquities are 
wrought? Or is there enough respect for de- 
cency to sweep from the Statute books a pro- 
vision under which affidavits, bought for a 
drink or a dollar, may be safely used ‘to in- 
sult a Jadge and defraud justice of her dues? 
If the General Assembly will not act, then 
the Judges will have to defend themselves. 
They will have to exercise their power to 
bring before them these makers of lying affi- 
davits, question them, which will show that 
they perjured themselves, and then refuse to 
grant the change of venue demanded by these 
tools of a disreputable lawyer. Let the case 
be appealed to the Supreme Court, and let 
the Judges overrule, if they can do it with 
all the facts before them, the finding of the 
lower Court. Simply keep on rejecting the 
fraudulent affidavits, and in the course of 
time the lawyers who manufacture them will 
find that the business is not a paying one, and 
that the upright Judges of this county are 
not to be insulted with impunity.

stead of awkward squads and raw recruits. 
Mr. Phillips has little occasion to fear that 


because scholars in public schools are drilled. 


in the evolutions of infantry and the manual 
of arms therefore they are all to become 
soldiers and lose their relish for the practical 
duties of life. In case of danger, the Ameri- 
can people have always been ready to spring 
to arms, but this is due to their patriotic im- 
pulses and not to their love of military life, 
They are not a military people but acommer- 
cial people. Their predilection is for busi- 
ness, literature, and the professions, and 
were every scholar in the public schools to 
be compelled to drill, not one in a hundred 
of them would choose the career of the sol- 
dier, even if it were open to him. 

There is another view of military training 
which is of the highest importance. The 
great defect of our public-school system is 
the system of cramming knowledge into 
pupils’ heads without paying sufficient at- 
tention to their physical development. The 
mens sana in corpore sano is a maxim 
rarely heeded in our schools. All sorts of 
studies are crammed into them with such 
rapidity that it becomes difficult to find room 
for new ones without ejecting the old, so 
that no one thing is learned thoroughly. 
Meanwhile, as the mind develops the body 
dwindles; and pale faces, disordered stom- 
achs, and stooping forms are common at- 
tributes of our scholars. Military training 
is a splendid physical exercise. It gives the 
boy an upright carriage and firm step, strong 
arms and legs, and well-leveloped chest, 
besides enkindling.in the boy a feeling of 
self-respect and personal honor. ‘There is no 
branch of the public service that develops 
the gentleman more rapidly than the mili- 
tary, not alone in personal self-respect, butin 
respect for superiors, and in all the manly: 
qualities, It would make the boy more 
healthy, more manly, and a better citizen 
every way. It is not toolate for Mr. Phillips 
himself to test the truth of these remarks. 
Gentle exercise in evolutions and in carrying 
and using a musket would improve his own 
health and unquestionably cure him of that 
dyspeptic tendency of stomach which makes 
him take the off side and regularly oppose 
every project which does not originate with 
himself. Mr. Phillips was a strenuous op- 
poser of slavery, but where would the cause 
of anti-slavery be now if it had been left to 
talk alone and the militia of the country had 
not rescued the negro from that servitude in 
which he would still have remained if his 
rescue had depended upon Mr. Phillips’ 
talking ? 

A THEORETICAL “NEW SOUTH.” 

Mr. Edward Atkinson is a pleasant writer 

and an entertaining theorist. He has written 


essays and pamphiets on a variety of sub- 


jects,—chiefly, however, upon financial or 
politico-economical questions. In the March 
number of the International Review he has 
taken a new departure, and contributes a 
well-written paper upon the familiar theme 
of The Solid South.” What he is driving 
at in this paper is somewhat hazy. But we 
may assume that, in a theoretical, philo- 
sophical, speculative sort of way, he degires 
to deny that there is any such th sa 
“Solid South,“ elther geographically, indus- 
trially, mentally, morally, or politically, His 
own idea of what he seeks to accomplish is 
veiled in the oracular declaration that a false 
principle, whether adopted by or imposed 
on men or nations, works surely and steadily 


to greater and greater depravity, while | 
a true“ principle, whether accepted doubt- | 


fully and unwillingly, or freely chosen and 
applied, works as surely toward the integrity 
and stability alike of National and of person- 
al character.“ All of which is very true, 
and is one of those pleasing axiomic state- 
ments with which philosophical writers like 
to amuse their leisure moments and to grati- 
fy their taste for polemical essay-writing by 
imagining it to be attacked bya legion of 
desperate adversaries for the pleasure it 
gives them of repelling the assault and dem- 
onstrating their infallibility. The remark 
applies as forcibly, however, to a discussion 
of the social-evil question as it does to the 
„Solid South,“ —and a good deal more perti- 
nently, to judge from the article of which it 
forms the conciuding paragraph. 

Taking up the paper more in detail, it is 
noticeable that the writer brings no facts to 
support those of his assertions most at vari- 
ance with what the more practical experience 
of others has represented to be the true con- 
dition of the South to-day. He says that he 
“has the facts,“ and they must be 
a source of great comfort to him, 
as he seems so reluctant to part with them. 
He paints a picture of what he calls the 
New South” in the most brilliant colors, 
wants to know if this section—* eager to be- 
come solid for personal liberty and human 
welfare“ (and the Democratic ticket) shall 
be welcomed or repelled,” and then coolly 
states that, in picturing this New South so 
brightly, he has drawn more upon the hope 
that may be reposed in the future than on 
the general facts of the present day.“ This 
is delighttul logic! “I have cast the horo- 
scope of the ‘ New South,’ “ he says, in effect; 
“* { foresee that some time or other it may be 
something entirely different from what the 
general facts now known show it te be; 


ty entifidence In the slow but sure ection of 
the principle of personal liberty, ete., is to 
be follbwed by a yet, grander policy, ete.” 
There are many crue] enough to question the 
truth of the qualification “ wise,” as applied 
to the Southern policy of the present Admin- 
istration. Judge Tourgée is a pretty good 
practical authority on this Southern 
policy. He. would not call it “wise” 
exactly. Neither would Mr. Redfield 
or Mr. Bisbee (whose witnesses are removed 
by the shotgun process), or the thousands 
of voters who were permitted to vote and 
then refused the privilege of having their 
votes counted, or the thousands of negroes 


who praise the Lord that they can escape 


from a condition of terrorism and cheating 
worse than slavery and breathe the alr of free, 
lav’-enforcing States! The Southern idea 
that it is the function of the privileged few 
to govern the incapable (?) many, and that all 
means are righteous to accomplish this end, 
is as strong to-day as ever it was,—Mr. Atkin- 
son to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Finally, Mr. Atkinsen’s paper claims that 
the South is not solid or homogeneous; first, 
geographically or physically, becayse it of- 
fers “the greatest opportünity for diversity 
of occupation that can be found in this land,” 
which is not disputed; secondly, that it isnot 
“solid” industrially, because, in every di- 
rection arts and industries that are old to us 
but new to the South are starting into vigor- 
ous life, and creating new conditions, which 
will not permit sectional antagonism any 
longer,” which is quite likely, taken per se ;, 
and that it is not solid “mentally or 
politically,” which is not proven“ by 
this essay. He says frankly: In the 
last half century the Slave States 
produced no National statesmeny no author 
of any note, no philanthropist, no artist, no 
publie man whose life has made mankind 
better or wiser, or by whose living human 
welfare has béen promoted.“ So that men- 
tally,” by his own statement, the South ap- 
pears to be tolerably “homogeneous” it not 
“solid,” and as to its political non-solidity 
he draws more upo hope that may be 
reposed in the futuré than on the general 
facts of the present day.“ 

Chaneellor Kent once said: “The mobs, 
the riots, the burnings, the lynchings, perpe- 
trated by the men of the present day are per- 
petrated because of their vicious or defective 
education when children.” And ft is un- 
doubtedly true that “ignorance” keeps the 
South half a century behind in the onward 
march of civilization. The virtue of toler- 
ance—permitting men to hold and preach 
different opinions from your own—is still 
unleerned; suffrage is a mockery, free speech 
a delusion, and every man’s equal right to 
“ life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness,“ 
including his right to just such political 
action as be may choose to take without let 
or hindrance or subsequent persecution from 
his adversary, is still practically ignored. 
When these things are rectified by the crea- 
tion of an intelligent public opinion the 
Nen South ” will be heartily welcomed.

Has Been Made a Dead 
Letter.

Shameful Neglect of Duty on the 
Part of the City. Goy- 
ernment. 


A Trip Through Some South Side Business Streets, 
and What It Revealed. 


Tun TRIBUNE calls the attention 
of Mavor Harrison and Health Commissioner De 
Wolf to an ordinance, a portion of which was re- 
cently passed by the Council, and to which spe- 
cial reference is bere made, believing that it is 
possible that the same has not been read by 
those gentiemen, notwithstanding the fact that 
it is rather freely piacarded throughout the 
business part of the city for the purpose, it is 


said, of giving emphasis to the same in the way | 


of dignifying the great importance of this over 
other ordinances asan act of public sanitation. 

Business men, particulariy, wii remember a 
card that is conspicuously posted somewhere 
about the premises, indeed it is everywhere 
posted, whérever a painful apprehension of the 


Health Department's power has ever been made 
manifest, and they will recall the fact that it 


READS AS FOLLOWS: 


“ Aw ORDINANCE in regard to Ash Receivers. 

“Secrion 1. No person or persons shall throw, 
place, or conduct, or suffer his or her servant,- 
child, or family to throw, place. or conduct into 
any street, alley, or lot, any putrid or unsound 
beef, pork, fish, hides, or skins or any Kind, or 
any filth, rubbish, garbage, oyster shells, or any 
unsound or offensive matter whatever, or any- 
th likely to become offensive. 

„Hut every such person shall deposit all gar- 
bage or ashes from his or her premises in sep- 
arate boxes or vessels, the same to be provided 
with a lid or cover, to be situated in some proper 
and convenient place upon his or ber premi 
where the same can be easily and conveniently 
removed by the scavenger. 

Nor shall any —_ allow such ashes, filth, 
dung. garbage, offal, or other offensive matter 
us aforesaid, to be or to remain upon their 
premises orin any outhouse, stable, privy, or 
other places owned or occupied, by them, or in 
any alley or street in front of such premises. in 
such manner as to be offensive to the neigbbor- 
hood, and any person who shall violate any pro- 
vision of this section shall be fined in any sum 
not exceeding $5. 

In the section of the city bounded on the 
north by the main branch of the Chicago River, 
on the west by the South Branch of said river, 
on the east by the lake, and on the —— by 
to 
ashes shall be of iron, with a cover of same 
material, to be always kept in good condition, 
and, when of ter capacity than two bushels, 
shall be cylindrical in form with handles at the 
sides midway from top to bottom, and no ashes 
or garbage shall be deposited in the section of 
the city aforesaid after 7 o'clock a. m., and the 
vessels containing them sball be removed within 
the premises as soon as they have been emptied 
— t scave rs. Whenever, in the absence 
of alleys, it is necessary to place them on 
the sidewalks or streets, and it shall be the duty 
of owners or ts of premises, where more 
than two tenants occupy the same building, to 
provide the vessel, or a sufficient number of 
them, for containing all the ashes to be depos- 
ited daily from such building, and the fine pro- 
vided for in this section may be recovered 
against the owners, or agents, or tenants of such 
building.“ 

HOW IT I8 VIOLATED. 

This is the law over which some months ago 
such a vast deal of clamor was made, and by the 
aid of which everybody had reason to expect 
that before now the City of Chicago would be 
so thoroughly renovated. cleaned, and brushed 
up that a man when leaving home in the morn- 
ing for his place of business would be obliged 
to pure a  street-ruide iu or- 
der to find his way home again. 
It was this ordinance that was recently sus- 
tained in one of the Justice Courts, and in one 
or two instances fines were imposed, not as a 
matter of punishment, it was alleged, but for 
the purpose of setting an example. 

It is quite apparent, however, as the following 
facts show, that the spirit of intuition in this 
direction is, like the above ordinance, virtually 
a dead letter. 

And it is strangely coincident that, with the 
present Administration, the filth should accu- 
mulate in greater quantities, de novo, and this, 
too, in the immediate vicinity and upon the very 
premises of such notorious places as the Eagle 
Garden,” the Apollo, ** Pottgieser's,” and the 
innumerable dives and saloons lining both 
sides of State street. Such facts show 
unqualified neglect upon the part of the City 
Government, which caused the above ordinance 
to ve framed, and now has the power but 
not the will to enforce it. 

Such facts also show that tilential epi- 
demies are not to be shunned, but, upon the 
other hand, they are weicome visitations. 

THe TRIBUNE takes the ground that the ques- 
tion of politics ought not to have had issue in 
reference to the city’s sanitation; that the 
health of the commuznity is paramount to every- 
thing else, and that it should not under any cir- 
cumstances become subservient to the dictum of 
the best Mayor Chicago ever had or to any other 
persen; that the filth should be immediately 
cleaned up and the city put into a condition ap- 
proaching as nearly as possible absolute sani- 
tation.

Does not the ash-man call for them?’ 

“Sometimes, but we frequently draw them 
away ourselves. This ash ordinance is a farce, 
and I suppose if we did not have an iron ash- 
receiver we would have been up before a Police 
Justice long before this. The Health Depart- 
ment compelled us to buy t ash-receiver; it 
cost us $4.50,and they seldom empty it. The fact of 
the matter is, it looks as if somebody had been 
attempting to specuiate in ash- receivers.

The rd of Health . compels 
every one to buy an iron ash-receiver, calls and 
placards your wall with an ordinance, then there 
are three or four kicks and a squirm or two by 
the ash man because the receiver is not in this 
corner or upon that step, etc., and then,—why, 
that setties it. If everybody whose building 
opens upon this alley had iron ash-receivers, and 
the ash man called regularly as he is expected 
to, and removed the ashes as he is paid to do,—!I 
say if all these things are done by the Health 
Department asthey are said to be, how, then, 
do you geatiemen account fur the innumerable 
ash deposits now here before your eyes?” 

There are two broken-down, delapidated, all- 
jambed-out-of-shape iron ash-receivers,ih this 
alley. Both are 22 filled, and one lies 
party on its side underneath a wagon at the 
rear of No. 153 Wabash avenue. 

Generally speaking, the scavenger’s work, so 
far as the removal of ashes is concerned, is 
poorly done, even in this the northernmost part 
of the prescribed limits wherein the iron ash- 
receiver is used. These ash-receivers are left 
standing outside of the building, sometimes at 
the rear on the steps, and at other times they 
are to be seen on the curb in front of the build- 
ing; they are oftentimes full, and again fre- 
quentiy empty. 

In other parts of the prescribed territory—that 
is, south of Jackson street—tho work of remov- 
ing ashes or garbage or any other kind of tilth,

INDIANA INSURANCE. 


A Critical Examination of the Bill Be- 
cently Presented by the Special Com- 
mission—Its Deiects as Bearing upon 
Life-Insurance. 

Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 21.—The Com- 
missioners appointed by the State of Indiana 
to draft a general insurance bill have made 
what is, on the whole, a valuable report. It 
is to be noticed, however, that some of their 
most enlightened suggestions are made only 
to be abandoned by them in deference to 
what they reverently consider to be the supe- 
rior wisdom of the Legislature. For exam- 
ple, they make a stroug argument in favor of 
abolishing the present tax on life-insurance 
premiums, which is really a tax on family 
affection and self-denial, a tax not imposed 
in any foreign country, no matter how heavy 
the burden of taxation may otherwise be, nor 
by the foremost States in this country, such 
as New York and Illinois. They wind up 
the argument by proposing, without rea- 
son assigned, to leave the tax unchanged. 
In several respects, the Commissioners seem 
to have lacked pluck to carry out their con- 
victions. 

Among the new features 
tions intended to modify life-insurance,poli- 
cies in regard to forfeiture, suicide, con- 
testability for misstatements. It is seriously 
to be doubted whether such matters should 
not be left to the natural operation of compe- 
tition between the companies. ‘The Commis- 
sioners, in their report, are so severe on pa- 
ternal government“ that these sections look 
very mnch out of place. 

Of course, if the form of policy employed 
by any company is so monstrous that no cit- 
en of Indiana ought to be allowed to in- 
sure with it, the State has the power to pro- 
hibit such 2 from do business 
within its borders. Presented in this blunt 
shape, the question would be decided against 
exercising such ternal prohibition, in the 
case of any exist and reputable company. 
The Commissioners do not put the question 
in that way. ‘They do not say that any com- 
pany which seeks to do business in Indiana 
must insert such and such clauses in its 
policies. If they did they know that few, if 
any, ne would yield to the dictation. 
A mutual company in New York could not, 
without violating its charter, give to its 
members in Indiana more favorable contracts 
than to its members residing elsewhere. It 
would have to choose between changing its 
general plans of business and withdrawing 
from Inaiana. If it changed its policy form 
to suit Indiana this year, it would have to 
change again next year to suit Arkansas, 
and so on. In short, such requirements 
would tend to drive the best companies from

CASUALTIES. 


Fearful Explosion of the Boiler of 


a Soap Factory in 
Louisville. 


One Man Fatally Injured and An- 
other Severely Scalded 
by Steam. 


Queer Antics of the Boiler in Its 
Flight of Two Hundred 
Feet. 
Collision ‘of Trains Near East St. Louis 
Two Men Badly Hurt. 


Other Unfortunate Ooourrences in Various 
Portions of the Oountry. 


TERRIFIC BOILER-EXPLOSION, 
Speciai Divepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 22.—A terrific boll- 


ervexplosion, the third fatal one here this 
year, occurred to-day.. Mr. Henry Myer, an 
old German, has been conducting a soap- 
factory in the eastern part of Louisville for 
years. Mr. Myer’s only assistants were his 
four sons. This morning about 7o’clock Mr. 
Myer and his sons went to work as usual, 
William, 
the second son, who has been acting as en- 
gineer for the past two months, built a fire 
in the furnace about 8 o’clock and raised 
steam. Everything was going along smooth- 
ly, as it seemed, when suddenly at 8:30 
o’clock the neighborhood was startled by a 
tremendous report. The shed was suddenly 
demolished, and the boiler few through the 
air with fearful force and landed up against 
the house in front. 

At the time of the explosion old Mr. Myer 
was busy in the yard; Henry, the oldest son, 
was engaged at the soap vat in the factory 
back of the boiler; Charles was dowu stairs; 
Edward was splitting wood in the yard; and 
William, the engineer, was busy about his 
engine. No other persons were about the 
place. 

Charles Myer told a repotter thathe was 
down-stairs drawing off some lye and pre- 
paring to boil some soap. His brother WIII- 
lam had deen busy getting up steam so that 
the work might be done, and after he had 
the engine running satisfactorily he shouted 
down-stairs: ‘Hello, Charley, I've got 
pleuty of steam up now.“

A GREAT FAMILY. 


How It Grew Up and Biloomed in 
. England. 
London Truth. 


In the days before morals were invented— 


or, at least, before Kings thought it worth 


while to have any—one of our gracious 
monarchs took to wife a pretty milliner, 


omitting the usual formalities of marriage. 


He became the happy father of a son, for 
whom he provided in the customary way by 
conferring upon him a Dukedom, and a right 
for him and his heirs to levy a royalty of a 
farthing on every pound of soap manu- 


factured in the British Isles. 


His Grace, on arriving at years of discre- 
tion, naturally farmed out this impost toa 
speculator, whose object it became to ex- 
elude soaps of foreign manufacture from 
this country, and likewise to stimulate the 
cousumption of the home-made article. The 
Duke of Fitzcharly—for such was the

the Treasury Bench with disagreeable ques- 


tions. So the Duke of Fitzcharly contrived 
to make about £25,000 a year out of his royal- 
ties, and died at last universaily lamented, 
and leaving a large and plump family of chil- 
dren, who had all been provided in their 
cradles with life pensions, some as superan- 
nuated clerks, and others as retired Major- 
Generals. 


Nobody used tolook closely into the pen- 


sion list then, else it might have been found 
that the first Duke of Fitzcharly had many 
other sources of revenue besides his soap 
dues. He was Colonel of the Regiment of 
Buff Dragoons, and made about £20,000 a 
year by clothi his men in fifth-rate cloth, 
and mounting them on screws. He had been 
appointed hereditary Candle Bearer to the 
King, and enjoyed £2,000 a year in that capa- 
city. He was patron of twenty livings, the 
presentations to which he religiously sold 
whenever they became vacant; and he drew 


as 
Lord Harbormaster-General of the United 
Kingdom. 

His eldest son, the second Duke, did not 
succeed him in all these honors, but they re- 
mained in the family, for the second son had 
the Colonelcy of the Buff Dragoons; and the 
third son inherited the Harbormaster-Gen- 
eralship. The second Duke, however, was 
determined to be no poorer than his sire. 
He took a broad view of the universe, and 
saw how much soap might be shipped out to 
india and the Colonies under cover of an ex- 
tended Protection bill. Unfortunately, the 
Ministry of day  hesita to 
forbid the manufacure of soap in our 
dependencies. Soa Court intrigue had to be re- 
sorted to; the Ministers were dismissed, nar- 
rowly escaping impeachment on the charge 
of 2 bribes from France; and soon after- 
wards a general election was held to the cry 
of No French soap!“ It resuited in a com- 
plete victory for the Ducal party; and the 
new Parliament immediately passed an act 
rendering it treasonable to manufacture soap 
in any part of his Majesty's dominions, ex- 
cept the British Isles. 

N ow it was that glorious times set in for the 
House of Fitzcharly. Ships sailed from our 
ports daily laden with British soap for dis- 
tantclimes. Along and bloody war took 
place with an Eastern potentate, who claimed 
the right to wash with his own soap; and 
millions had to be spent in subduing an 
American colony where a league had been 
formed of rebels who vowed they would not 
wash at all so long as British soap was forced 
oh them. Meanwhile, rogues were hanged 
daily in England for smuggling French 
soap into the 8 and many Lon- 
don barbers were whipped at the cart’s 
tail for lathering their customers with 
foreign soap. which was proved, or at 
least suspected, to have never paid duty. 
The judges were pitiless in enforcing the 
Soap act, because of the obvious interests 
which England had in protecting her own 
manufactures; and the second Duke of Fitz- 
charly, as he grew older, and richer and 
richer, came to be od armed regarded as the 
great champion of British commerce. When 
he died a monument was erected to him in 
Westminster Abbey, and a grateful country 
soon afterwards testified its respect for his 
heir by acclaiming his appointment to the 
office of Lord High Treasurer, just after he 
had reached the ripe age of 27. 

Of the Fitzcharly Ministry and its wonder- 
ful financial policy, which inflated’ the na- 
tional debt, and inc the price of all 
food and merchandise in England in order 
to add to the wealth of magnates who were

The Duke lived 
just long enough to fool away his £100,000 to 
the last shilling, and then died, leaving to his 
heir his entire estates and two pensions, 
amounting to £7,000,--the one coming from 
the soap and the other from his hereditary 
post of candle bearer to the sovereign. 

This new Duke, of course, paid not a pen- 
ny of bis father’s debts. Being poorer than 
any of the other Dukes of Fitzchariy had 
been, he thought himself much to be pitied, 
and could not understand how it was his 
father had parted with his soap aves for 
such an insignificant sum as £5, a pa.

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SLAVERY REMINISCENCE. 


Death of a Former Sea Captain Who 
Was Sentenced to Forty Years’ Im- 
prisonment for Kidnapping Slaves in 
Virginia—HMis Belease by the Union 

Army. 


Petersburg ( Va.) Inder- Appeal. 

The following brief announcement, which 
weclip from the Wilmington (Del.) Com- 
mercial of Tuesday, will revive interesting 
memories among many of the citizens of 
Petersburg: 

“ William B. Baylis died in this city Mon- 
day. He was formerly the owner of a 
schooner which plied along, the Atlantic 
coast, and while engaged in that business 
was overhauled by a Virginia cutter, and 
sentenced to an imprisonment of forty years 
on the charge of assisting slaves to gain 
freedom by running off to the North. Eight 
slaves were found aboard his schooner, and 
five years were imposed for each man. 
Mr. Baylis always protested that he did not 
know how the black men got abo the 
boat, but the protest was of no avail arid he 
was cast into prison. He served some ten 
years, when, through the influence of George 
II. Pendleton and Jefferson Davis, the Govy- 
ernor of Virginia was prevailed upon to par- 
don him. This was before the late Ciyil War. 
As his vessel had been confiscated, Mr. Baylis 
returned to Wilmington and opened a store, 
which he has conducted from that time to 
this.“ 

Capt. William B. Baylis was the Captain of 
the schooner Keziah,a craft hailing from 
Brandywine, Del., which came to this port in 
May, 1858, and loaded with a cargo of wheat 
consigned to the Newport Mills at Newport, 
N. J., by Messrs. Branch & Sons, at that tue 
merchants of this city. A few days before 
the departure bf the schooner it was reported 
that two slaves of Mr. Thomas W. Eppes 
(Gilbert and Sarah by name) had disappeared, 
and from the circumstances attending their 
departure it was suspected that they were con- 
cealed on board the Keziah. A strict Watch was 
accordingly placed on the movements of the 
vessel, and on the afternoon of Sunday, May 30, 
she was observed to weigh anchor and drop 
quietly down the river. Active measures were 
then taken to capture the schooner, and the 
story of what followed is thus told in the 
South-Side Democrat of June 1, the clipping 
from which has been kindly furnished us by 
Mr. William F. Spotswood, who has pre- 
served it among many other articles of local 
and State interest in a scrap-book: 

A telegraphic dispatch was sent to the In- 
spector at Norfolk, with instructions to pro- 
ceed up the river and keep a bright lookout 
for the schooner, while in the meantime ar- 
rangements were made to pursue her with 
the steamer W. W. Townes from City Point. 
‘The steamer got under way yesterday morn- 
ing, having on board besides the eflicers and 
crew Messrs. James Coldwell, John Kevan, 
Henry Pannill, and Officers ts 
son, and proceeded down the river in search 
of the schooner, boty the

sum of $50 each to put them beyond the reach 
of their masters, and that, agreeable to his 

rangements, they went on board while the 
v l was at the wharf, and were secreted. 
John Bell, slave of Andrew Kevan, Esq., 
paid ‘$50 for his which amount he 
said he obtained from Gilbert. Joe Mavo, 
slave of Miss Laura Hare, paid $48, which 
he obtained by dispos of *what things 
he had.’

rt. slave of Thomas W. Eppes, paid $5), 
and, upon being questioned, asse that he 
had $500 besides, which he had amassed b 
raising swine, a story which ie connidered 
extremely doubtful. 

»The Captain's story was that he was ap- 
plied to by a man in the city, who proposed 
to pay him handsomely if he would take the 
negroes on to New Jersey: that he did not 
know the man; furthermore, he was totally 
upaware that they were slaves,and,in a 
word, entirely innocent, of any evil intent; 

he started off on Saturday afternoon 
and rah aground just below the city: got off 
the next morning, but ran aground in 
about five miles further down the river, 
from whence he started bright and early yes- 
terday morning, and was steering rapidly for 
the Capes when he was so unceremoniously 
overhauled. A considerable amount of 
money was found on the vessel.“ 

The vessel, under the law, was confiscated 
to the State, and was subsequently sold by 
Messrs. Branch & Sons to Panni & Carter 
for the sum of $325. Capt. William B. Baylis 
was tried on the 10th of June in the Circuit 
Court of the city, Judge Nash presiding. A 
great crowd was present. T Court a

It was 
by the counsel that the prisoner 
should be tried by the same jury on the five 
indictments found against him. The evi- 
dence was the same as the facts above given. 
The case was opened by R. G. Pegram, Esgq,, 
the attorney for the Commonwealth, ina 
very forcible argument, followed by Messrs. 
Jones and May jor the prisoner, in an ore 
which, perceiving the hopelesness of the 
ease, was directed to the sympathy of the 
jury, with a view to obtain at least a verdict 
n which merey might be blended with jus- 
tice. The jury, after ah absence of half an 
hour, retu u Verdict finding the prisoner 
guilty and fixing his punishment at eight 
years’ imprisonment on each  indictment,— 
making forty years in all for the five indict- 
ments. 

The Commercial is mistaken as to the par- 
don of Capt. Baylis. He was released from 
the Penitentiary by the Federal army after 
the evacuation of Richmond.

THE VAQUEROS OF TEXAS. 


The March of Civilization Driving 
Them to the Wall—The Great Private 


Ranges of the Lone Star State—The 


Struggle of the Owners of Beeves and 
Sheep—A Cow-B>y’s Life. 
New York Sun. 

Boerne, Tex., Feb. 8. — The invasion of 
the stock-raising district of Texas, described 
in the Sun a few weeks since, is fast crowd- 
ing the cow-boy, along with the Indian and 
the antelope, into a treeless, sterile region, 
where herding will not be as profitable in 


the future as it has been in the past. Many 


acres of grazing land, such as is found on 
the western borders of Texas, will be re- 
quired to support each long horn, except in 
unusually good seasons, like that of the past 
year. The wise stock raiser does not 
go West, but purchases and fences as 
large a pasture as his purse will per- 
mit, and, buying good bulls, devotes himself 
to bettering the quality of his cattle. In the 
southern portions of this State this has been 
the policy for many years. King, Kennedy, 
and others have under fence pastures of the 
finest grazing lands, ranging in extent from 
150,000 to 200,000 acres. Pastures of from 
10,000 to 20,000 acres are common in many of 
the counties west of the Colorado River. 
There is even now a great deal of bitter feel- 
ing against the owners of these large tracts 
among those who own small herds, who 
have not the means to buy and fence land. 
The range, they think, should be free to all 
mankind, and no one should be permitted to 
monopolize the God-given grass to their in- 
jury. Some of them do not s at m- 

ling. but destroy the pastere fences when 
1 oe easy task where wire is used 

or fencing. 

Sheep owners have generally been com- 
pelled buy or lease the land upon which 

graze their flocks, by reason of the hos- 
tility of cattie owners. The latter Say that 
their cattle will not graze on a range dover 
which sheep have passed, but sheep have no 
objection to eating. after cattle; therefore 
sheep should be confined to land controlled 
their owners. As the sheep men are in 
minority, and it is an easy matter for a 
few enemies to do great damage to a flock, 
thev find it policy to aceept as conclusive the 
arguments of their opponents.

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TAKING VACCINE. 


How the Bovine Virus is Procured— 
The Mode of Operation on the Frank- 
Un Vaccine Farm at Chambersburg, 
Where the Subject Is Elucidated by 
Practical Demonstration Daily—A 

Talk with the Proprictors, 

Philadelphia Times. 

“Well, sir, if you come around at 11 

o’clock, we'll be taking the virus from a 
young heifer,and you ean see for yourself 
how it’s done. It won’t interfere with our 
trade, I guess, to let you seeall thereis about 
1. * 
The speaker was Dr. J. P. Seibert, of the 
Franklin Vaccine Farm, Chambersburg. It 
was in a little outbuilding, large enough to 
contain a loaded hay wagon, but not any 
larger, in whicha large circular stove was 
sending out heat sufficient to equalize the 
temperature and make it comfortable in the 
coldest weather. The only other object of 
account in the room wasa queer article look- 
ing like a hay-rick, for the bottom was filled 
with hay, which bore a smooth, shiny ap- 
pearance, as though it had served as a bed 
for some animal. It had four legs starting 
out from its corners, making it look like an 
inverted table, except that the legs went out 
at such an angle as to give them a sprawling 
appearance not known to any of the conven- 
tional legs of this modern time. Upina 
rafter to the ieft of the stove was an ivory 
paper-knife. Directly opposit on the other 
side were two razors peeping up from behind 
another rafter. On a box near the stove was 
a small cigar-box half full of quills, such as 
are used for vaccination purposes. On an- 
other box in another corner was a small paste- 
board box nearly full of ivory points, also 
used for vaccinating.

Well,“ said the Doctor, coming down 
from his imitative peg and resuming his nat- 
ural manner, “I just looked at him and said: 
‘Doctor, what college did you graduate 
from?’ ‘Jefferson,’ said he. ‘ Well,’ said I, 
I'm sorry, upon my word I'm sorry that I’m 
a Jefferson graduate.’ *Why,’ said he, 
‘what’s the matter?’ ‘Doctor,’ said I. 
‘when you vaccinate a child and it takes, do 
you pretend to say that you can 1 on vac - 
cinating that child as long as you please and 
that it will keep on taking vd time ?’ 
‘No,’ he said, ‘he didn’t think it would.“ 
‘Then,’ said I, ‘don’t you know that when 
wetrave once vaccinated a heifer and taken 
the virus from it there’s an end, and that we 
can’t use that heifer again 2?’ ‘No, said he, 
‘I didn’t think of that.’ Well,“ said I. you 
ought to think of it before you let anybody 
know how littie you know about it.’”

Every quill 
containing it was “charged,” or, in other 
words, ready for shipment and use. The

Ahl By George, that’s good lymph,” said 
he. See how those vesicles flow! Some 
vesicles flow better than others. A high 
bred heifer Will yield better than the com- 
mon stock. Take an Aldefney or a short- 
horn and you won't want any better. Their 
skin is more delicate and ‘flow is more 
active. This animal is a short-horn. Vac- 
cinated her last Friday. To-day is Thurs- 
day. She's been vaccinated about five and 
a quarter days. They mature usually from 
the sixth to the eight day of the vaccaination. 
The heifer that we took from yesterday had 
been vaccinated about seven ful da You 
see, we have to take them just when they 
come; it dosen’t do to let run even a 
quarter of a day over time. If we did, the 
places would break begin to dry up. It’s 
a relief to the heifer, as well as an es- 
sential to the procu of good virus, te take 
it at the moment it matures. You may not 
know it, but there are two stages—the 8 
of maturation, when the crust has formed, 
and the pustular stage, when the lymph be- 
comes thick and assumes the form of pus. 
The first stage is when we must take them— 
the only stage at which the virus is worth 
anything.’’ 

QUILLS AND IVORY POINTS. 

The Doctor had now “charged” about 
sixty * from the five places from which 
he had removed the crust, all being grouped 
so close together that they could have been 
covered by a man’s hand. n he began to 
use the ivory points. He took them and 
steeped both sides in the lymph, passing 
them over to Jim as he did so, who, having 
placed his vise containing the quills on a 
rafter to dry, now took up a similar thing to 
hold the points. Both quills and points are 
sola in large quantities by the drug- stores. 
Quills are the most expensive. Neither are 
expected to vaccinate more than one person, 
though they have often served for more. 
The quills are sold at: twenty-five cents 
apiece, or twenty cenis apiece when taken in 
2 The points are sold at ten cents 
each. 

One quill,” said the Doctor, will vac- 
cinate morethan one person, though it is 
seldom used for more. I have vaccinated as 
many as eight persons with a single quill, 
‘They are more reliable and convenient than 
the points, The points were in vogue long 
before the quills, But there is some proper- 
ty in the quills which seems to preserve the 
virus for a longer period than the points. In 
vaccinat we don’t searify the flesh: we 
abrade,— is just lay bare the absorbents 
without breaking the skin. That is all that 
is needed. In scarifying the skin is scored 
one way, then another way, until the blood 
comes, Well, in do that. you may only 
strike one or two absorbents, which may not 
be enough. But by an abrasion of the sur- 
face all the absorbents are laid bare and the 
vaccine matter has a full chance to act.“ 

Meantime the tall partner had not been 
saying much, having been for the most part 
an interested listener and a gratified specta- 
tor (several orders having come in from 
Philadelphia and other points meantline, and 
having been read alyud by the doctor, who

We never 
take a second time from the same animal.“ 

„This,“ said the Doctor, “isa great deal 
easier than the old crust plan. A physician 
can now take apes and vaccinate five chil- 
‘dren where, in the same length of time, with 
the crust he could vaccinate about one.” 


SOME GENERAL FACTS. 


The heifer had now been an hour and a 
quarter on its back, and during this time the 
Doctor had been occupied taking the virus 
from the five abrasions mentioned. Fifteen 
vet remained, not one of which he had yet 
touched With his knife. About sixty quills 
and fifty points had been charged,“ and the 
five abrasions were still flowing. The Doctor 
stated it usually took them from two hours 
and a half to three hours to take the virus. 
Ordinarily they make about twenty abra- 
sions to each heifer. Underneath the 
thighs, near the teat as it is, there is no dan- 
ger of serlous consequences in the way of 
eatching cold in them. ‘The heifers are al- 
ways. kept in the stables from the time they 
are vaccinated uvtil they are entirely re- 
covered from the effects, when they are re- 
turned to their owners in good condition, 
that being a condition of the contract. The 
vaccine farm does not own the heifers, but 
“farms them” for the purpose. The propri- 
etors have agents go constantly through- 
out Franklin and Cumberland Countie 
looking up heifers „for this pur- 
pose, for which they pay so much for 
their use. The animals range in age 
from 6 to 18 month though size 
more than age is the requisit. Heifers alone 
are taken, because they can be handied easily, 
while grown cows or young bulls cannot, 
The Franklin farm has about_ thirty-five 
heifers in its stables at present. The demand 
for vaccine matter has been unusually brisk 
this winter; more so than at any thane since 
187576, when the epidemic was in Califor- 
nia, The prevalence of small-pox in many 
small towns of the State, as well as in the 
cities, has quickenea the demand and ren- 
dered the market active within the last few 
weeks. Dr. Seibert says they have more or- 
ders than they can fill and that the business 
is increasing rapidly. There are two other 
vaecine farms in Chambersburg,—the Penn- 
Sylvania and the Jenner. The former was 
established six or seven years ago by late 
Dr. B. Rush Sensener, and was run by him, 
with Dr. Seibert as his assistant, up until 
about a year ago, when he died and the farm 
went into the hands of another partner. 
During 1875-’76, when the small-pox in 
California, Dr. Seibert says they shipved 
from Dr. Sensener’s farm from 1,200 to 1,500 
quills daily. They are now supplying Phil- 
adel phia, but not exelusively. A great quan- 
tity of vaceine matter comes from New. En- 
| gland, mostly from several old-established 
farms in Connecticut.

CHANGING COLOR. 


An Ethiopian Who Is Changing to 


White in Color—A Michigan Woman 
Whose Skin Is Hard, Like a Mummy 
Some Interesting Facts in This Ex- 
traordinary Case. 

Spectal Oorrespondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Barrin Creek, Mich., Feb. 21.—One of 
the most singular curiosities and freaks of 
Nature or disease in the whole range of the 
medical field is that just discovered in the 
Township of Lee, in this county. It is that 
of the person of Mrs. Alonzo Grant, a 
colored woman, who is gradually chang. 
ing in color from a skin of the 
darkest black to that of a white 
person. The change is very perceptible and 
steady. The cause of it was as follows: She 
lived in the Town of Lee until some time ago, 
when she removed to the, Village of Mar- 
shall, where she now resides. Some time 
ago, before she moved to the village, she 
started for town one day, and when about 
half way there the horse gave out, and she 
Trenne 
a drene rain-storm earry her 
all the way. This fatigued her to such an 
extent that she was completely prostrated 
when she arrived at her friend’s, and, not 
having dry clothes to put on, she wore her 
wet garments until they were dry. Her 
sickness seemed rather dropsical, as the skin 
was puffy and loose all over her body, 
and extremities. The physician doe 
her for dropsy, and soon the swelled condi- 
tion subsided, and the tissues of the skin be- 
gan to dry up, and the fingers, arms, 
and feet were contracted out of shape. 
At the same time there began to be noticed 
this neuer sees in the skin: as it dried 
up it see: dead, and the black pigment 
underneath the cuticle gradually f away 
in all exposed places until the skin was as 
vhite as a Cauc 0 doctor, her 
friends and neighbors, and all who had heard 
of it watched with astonishment to see a ne- 
gro woman gradually changing to white. 
The drying up and hardening of the skin 

ave her erent pain, and at times rendered 
1er entirely helpless. 

he physician gave, as the cause of the 
singular phenomenon, the reason t it fol- 
lowed her excessive fatigue, and the pores of 
the skin being warmed and chilled so sud- 
denly that they were clogged and deadened. 
She carried the child in her arms and braved 
che storm, and the effect of the strain upon 
her muscles was to give alle po 
a severe shock, from which they never recov- 
ered. Otherwise than the change in the color 
of her skin, andits dry, hardened surface, 
her body is normal, and every organ.of the 
body performs its natural functions. 

She is the mother of four bright children, 
but none of them are similarly afflicted, 
which demonstrates conclusively that it was 
the result of the exposure in the ruin-storm, 
and the shock occasioned thereby. She is 
able to walk about and do some little work, 
although quite emaciated in appearance, 
Her face is white, except in spots, which 
gives her a ghastly appearance. Her breast,

while her back is spotted. The pathology o 
the case is such as te be as great a — 
to all of the physicians who have atten 
her as to any one else. They think that in a 
shorttime she will be entirely white, al- 
though the woman does not court that color 
of skin as much as has been generally sup- 
posed that negroes do.
